He leaves 
the city next Tuecsday for China, where he 
has been called by the empress dowager to 
take up the work of revising the existing 
commercial treaties between China and the 
reset of the world, and bringing them into 
shape to suit conditions, and Washington 
is sorry to see him go. 

Wu Ting Fang has lived in Washington 
neurly six years. There never was a 
Chinese diplomat here like him, and it is 
quite likely that there never will be again.

He early proved himself to. bo a 
brilliant man. of broad education, cat: 
tastes and wide knowledge. He lived in 
E: gland before he came here, speaks the 
language fiuently, and is Chinese unly in 
dress.

NO WOMAN IN ROOM. 
“There was no woman in the room and 
I believe the boy was trying to blackmail 


me. I had no idea that he was armed or 
would try to stab me. When he was 
brought to my room for identification, he 
tried to wipe blood from his hand and then 
confessed that he had stabbed me.” 

Mr. Mahanty was put to bed and his 
wounds were dressed by Dr. George E. 
Lyons, house physician of the Planters’. 

The most serious wound is a cut, nearly 
four inches long, over the left side of the 
chest and a half-inch deep. There are four 
cuts on Mr. Mahaney’s body in the neigh- 
borhood of the floating rib on the left side, 
but none of them are deep. A cut through 
the waist band of his trousers penetrated 
his left hip. 

Stiles comes from Joplin, Mo. Severa!

Tried at Asheville, N. C., by the 
Weather Bureau. 


ASHEVILLE, N. C., Nov. 15.—The queen 
city of the mountains has, literally and 
metaphorically speaking, something new 
under the sun, H. 8S. Kimball, representing 
the United States weather bureau, agri- 


cultural department, is here for the pur- 
pose of making scientific observations with 
reference to the sun's rays in the Appa- 
lachian mountains. Asheville was sélected 
as the place most suitable for the experli- 
ment because of the elevation, dry at- 
moephere and the large percentage of ciear, 
bright days. 

The government has purchased from the 
Swed! inventor three instruments for 
determining the degrees of the sun's rays.

Mrs. Falconer Asks $5000 
for False Imprisonment.

Her $340 Dress Did Not Fit and She 
Refused to Accept It, Putting It 
in Storage After 
Seizure.

PARIS, Nov. 15.—Mrs. Violet Falconer’s 

suit against Redfern, the widely known 
dressmaker of Paris, London and New 
York for $5000 damages and other redress 
for false arrest and imprisonment has ex- 
cited the deepest interest in the American 
colony in Paris. 

Mrs. Falconer, a young American, Was ar- 
rested at Cherbourg last July as she was 
about to go aboard a steamer bound for 
New York on complaint of Redfern, who 
charged her with taking her trunks away 
from the Hotel Chatham after they had 
been seized at his suit for security for a 
bill of $340. Mrs. Faiconer had never ac- 
cepted the dresses because they did not 
fit. 
Despite the protestations, she was not 
allowed to go aboard the steamer, Dut was 
taken to Paris and placed in St. Lazarre 
prison, where the majority of the prisoners 
are women of low character, and was kept 
in jail five days before she was interrogated 
by a magistrate. 

Aftex Redfern, somewhat later in the day 
withdrew the charge, she was released on 
$400 bail. Two days later her bail was 
refunded, and she was informed that no 
further proceedings would be taken. 

Mrs. Falconer afterward entered sult 
against Redfern for $00) and publication 
of the judgmeng of the case in 15 newspa- 
rers of her choice. She engaged as counsel 
Maitre Frederick Allyn an English-spea.k- 
ing barvister known to Americans as the 
lawyer who defended Clara Ward in her 
legal differences with the Prince of Chimay, 
Redfern’s defense was that Mrs. Falconer 
committed an offensy under the French 
criminal Jaw in removing from the Hotel 
Chatham trunks which had been seized, 
and which she had no right to touch. 

Mrs. Falconer explained that being ig- 
norant of the Fremch law she considered 
that as long is she left her trunks in Par- 
is. she was not transgressing, and that they 
were only taken two blocks from the hotel 
to be stored with the Messrs. Cook.

It was he 
who persuaded them to come to El Paso 
on the understanding that he should play 
the part of the man to be ineured.

WEBER HAS A SECOND WIFE 


He Is Aged and Prosperous and Lives 
at 2732 Henrietta Street, While a 
Married Daughter Lives at 
913 Soulard. 


To test the validity of a rabbinical di- 
vorce granted in Berlin 2% years ago, aged 
Mrs. Johanna Weber has come to St. Louis 
from far-away Hungary, across 6000 miles 
of land and sea, braving dangers and fight- 
ing hardships with a slender purse. She 
is stopping with her daughter, Mrs. Ida 
Halbrahr, at 913 Soulard street. Her 
grievance is against Edward Weber, against 
whom she filed suft for maintenance in the 


circuit court here yesterday. 


“I am going to win,’’ said Mrs. Weber 
to the Post-Dispatch, ‘‘because I have the 
right my side.”’ 

Soon after the rabbi issued the decree, 
Weber came to America and married again. 


He is now living with his second wife at 
2723 Henrietta street. He is nearly 70 
years old, while his first wife is 6.

Jewish Marriage Customs 

Will Be Explained. 

When the case’ comes to trial unusual in- 
terest will attach to the proceedings by the 
presence of grave and learned rabbis. who 
will be asked to pass upon points pertain- 
ing to a Hebraic ecclesiastical divorce not 
comprehended within the province of the 
American code. 

Mrs. Johanna Weber, the plaintiff. alleges 
that Edward Weber married her in Duna 
Foldvar, Hungary, Aug. 12, 1873. The union 
the priest pronounced the vows her hus- 
band disappeared, she alleges, and it was 
years before she heard of him again. Sev- 
eral months after his disappearance their 
daughter, Ida, was born. 

When Weber left Hungary he went to 
Berlin, Prussia, and followed his trade as 
a tailor. Three years after leaving his 
wife he applied for a divorce and was 
granted one by the Jewish rabbis. Mrs. 
Weber did not appear. At that time, it is 
said, a rabbinical divorce was recognized 
as valid by the Prussilan authorities, and 
Weber was firmly convinced that the Hun- 
garian marriage was fully dissolved. 


Met and Wooed 
Widow in Berlin. 

He met and wooed a widow in Berlin. 
She promised to become his wife. Weber 
came to St. Louis and began to prepare a 
home for his bride. So pronounced was his 
belief in the legality of the Berlin divorce 
that he made no attempt to obtain one in 
this country. 

Several months after his arrival in St. 
Louis Weber's affianced bride left Berlin, 
accompanied by her daughter, and the mar- 
riage was celebrated upon their arrival 
here. ° 

Weber prospered and amassed a snug 
fortune. In 1887 or 1888 he went back to 
Hungary to visit the old home. He found 
his daughter, Ida, an attractive girl of 
14. He was so impressed with her bear- 
ing and intelligence that he besought her 
to come to St. Louis and make her home 
with him. She partially consented. 
After his return from abroad he oorre- 
sponded with his daughter and she con- 
sented to come. He forwarded her pas- 
sage money and, bidding farewell to her 
mother, she left to join her father. The 
trip was uneventful. 


First Child Came 

to Live With Father. 

Weber welcomed his first child to his 
home. She was treated with kindness. Sev- 
eral years later she married a young baker 
named Holbrohr. Mr. and Mrs. ITfolbrohr 
now reside at 913 Soulard street. 

Mrs. Holbrohr wrote regularly to her 
mother in Hungery. She told her of her 
happy marriage, of her father’s success 
in business and the advantages of living in 
the new country. 

About this time friends in Hungary ad- 
vised Mre. Weber that, perhaps, the di- 
vorce her husband had obtained in Berlin 
was not binding. It was pointed out that 
she had not been present when it was 
granted. Other alleged discrepancies in 
the manner fn which it had been obtained, 
combined with the news of her one-time 
husband's prosperity, aroused her from the 
apathy of years and she announced her 
determination of coming to America and 
fighting for her rights. 

She became fully convinced that she was 
still Edward Weber’s legal wife and as 
such entitled to his support and mainte- 
nance. She left Hungary six months ago 
and since her arrival in St. Louls has lived 
with her daughter, Mrs. Holbrohr. 

Weber and his present wife are visit- 
ing in Texas. They left several weeks ago 
for the South for the benefit of his health.

jangled busily, Edward Smith, night op- 
erator of the Clover Leaf station at Ed- 
wardsville, Ill., was found Friday morning | 

5:45 o'clock by the day operator, W. R. 
Coil, when the lattér came on to relieve 
him. 

Coil noticed Smith's recumbent. position 
and the blood. In alarm he asked him if 
he was ill. There was no response. 

“What's the matter with you?” he de- 
manded. 

Smith feebly moved his head 
tered a few incoherent words. 

The day man telephoned for an ambu- 
lance and the helpless night a trreed was 
conveyed to a hospital. 

Agent L. R. Wall was aroused and went 
to the hospital. 

“‘Have you been struck?’ 
dazed man. 

A nod of the head was the response, and 
the lips barely moved. 

“Were you hit with a club?’ 
next question, and a nod was again the an- 
swer. Then the strain proved too great, and 
the patient lapsed into unconsciousness. 
His condition has grown steadily worse, 
and last evening he was delirious. 


RECOVERY DOUBTFUL 

The attending physicians state that his 
chances for recovery are doubtful, and to- 
morrow they will perform the operation of 
trephining the skull in hopes of affording 
relief. Unless this operation proves suc- 
cessful Smith will probably die with the 
secret of the murderous assault upon him 
a complete mystery. 

The Edwardsville authorities are com- 
pletely baffied by the crime. Chief of 
Police Dennis Hentz has followed up every 
availaole clew and is still no nearer the 
solution. 

The absence of a motive is the 
block. 

Smith's home is in Mason, Iil., where his 
parents are said to reside. He is 28 years 
old; single, of irreproachable habits and 
had only been in Edwardsville eight days. 


HAS FEW ACQUAINTANCES. 

He was quiet and unostentatious. When 
not at work he spent the most of his time 
in his room at Liebler’s Hotel. He had 
few acquaintances and those only among 
the railroad men with whom he worked. 
His working hours were from 7 p. m. to 
6 a. m., and his only duty was to receive 
and dispatch train messages. Agent Wall 
generally remains until the last passenger 
train for the night passes through. 

Thursday night Smith reported as usual. 
He was seen by various persons as late as 
midnight and was busy at the keys. The 
crew of No. 82 saw him seated at the desk 
as the f4rain slowly pulled by at 3 a. m. 

The train segister showed that the pas- 
gage of No. 82 had been feebly noted in a 
scrawly hand, as if the last conscious act 
of the stricken man was an effort to do his 
duty. 

ROBBERY NOT THE MOTIVE 

Robbery could not have been the motive 
for the assault, as his watch and the 
change in his pockets were undisturbed. 
The office property was untouched. The 
money drawer and the safe had not been 
tampered with. 

Owing to his short stay in the town 
and his reticence among strangers, the 
police do not believe that he had any ene- 
mies in Edwardsville. 

The division railway officials of the Clo- 
ver Leaf were notified shortly after the 
assault occurred. Strict secrecy was en- 
joined in the hepes that a clew would be 
forthcoming. News of the affair did not 
become generally known until Saturday 
morning. Chief Hentz conducted a thorough

POLICE HAVE A THEORY. 

The police have a theory, but ft is far 
from satisfactory. Yet it is the ony suppe- 
sition on which they can work at presets, 
unless Smith revives sufficiently to tell the 
story himself. 

It has been learned that a raflroad man 
named Maffey had trouble thres days ago 
with a certain man in Pdwardeville. Maf- 
fey is in the employ of the Clover L af 
roadmaster. The man in Bdwardsville 
is said to have tnade threats aguinst Maf- 
fey. The police theosy is that he became 
intoxicated and beat the operator under 
the impression that he was taking ven- 
geance on the man he swore to injure. 

Since the assavit the Edwardsville man 
has left Edwardsville. He is believed by 
the pajice to have gone to Sorrento to 
work in the mines. 

The police and railway officials have en- 
deavored to obtain communication with 
Smith's parents at Mason, but Bad not 
been able to do so late Saturday night.

BILL DRAWN UP 


Will Adopt It. 
CHICAGO COURT THE MODEL 


MAYOR INTERESTED IN POST- 
DISPATCH SUGGESTION.

Law Will Apply Only to Dependent 
and Delinquent Children and to 
Parents Who Neglect 
Their Offspring. 


Attorney James L. Blair has prepared 
the draft of a bill for the establishment of 
a juvenile court which he will present for 
endorsement to the annual] conference of 
the charity organizations of the state at 
Sedalia Tuesday. 

The necessity for and the advantages of 
such a court in a large city will be pre- 
sented to the conference by Judge Tuthill 


of Chicago, who presides over the juvenile 
court there. 

The idea of establishing a juvenile court 
in St. Louls was first brought prominently 
before the public by an article in the Post- 
Dispatch Jast month, explaining its work- 
'ings and its benefits to children in cities 
where it had been placed in operation. 
| Since then Mr. Blair and other publjic- 
spirited citizens have taken up the matter 
and Mayor Wells has also interested him- 
| self in the idea. He deputized Sergt. James 
Dawson and Supt. Willlam Nolte of the 
House of Refuga to go to Chicago a few 
weeks ago and study the workings of 
Judge Tuthill’s court. 

They will present the results of their 
to the conference at Sedalia jointly 
| with Judge Tuthill’s own address. 

' Mr. Blair's bill is designed for introduc- 
tion in the next legislature. It provides 
for the establishment of juveniles’ courts 
'in every country in the state and algo for 
ithe city of St. Louis. Special provisions 
are made for the court in cities of over 4a 
certain population (300,000 will probably be 
the figure agreed on. This will permit 
the incorporation in the act of any fea- 
tures desired for the St. Louis juventile 
|} court exclusively. 
| The bill explains that its provisions ap- 
ply only to children under 16 years of age 
(and then only to “dependent” and ‘“de- 
| Iinquent’’ children. 
| By a dependent child is meant one that is 
homeless; by a deiinquent child, one whe 
igs incorrigible or who violates the laws. 

These distinctions and the general fea- 
tures ef the bill are patterned in a general 
way after the laws under which the juven- 
ile courts in other cities are now, operated.

Must Be Provided. 


The bill provides that in cities having 
|over a certain population (St, Louls eity 
being considered a county for the purpose 
of this act) the circuit judges shall ap- 
‘point one of their number to hear all cases 
arising under the act. The bill also pro- 
| videg that a special courtroom, to be 
‘called “‘the Juvenile Courtroom,” shall be 
provede. as well as a “Juvenile Record’’ 
n which to enter the court's proceedings. 
Any citizen knowing of a dependent or 
delinquent child may report him to this 
court. On this information the court may 
‘issue a summons bringing either the child 
(or the parents or others in sy of the 
child into court. The court shall dispose 
of the case as speedily as possible, but 
may retain possession of the child while 
sO Going. 

A probation officer shall be appointed who 
will Investigate each case and report the 
facts for the court's guidance. If the child 
is found Sepeneem: or delinquent, the ceurt 
may commit the child to an institution or 
to the care of a private family or an in- 
dividual. No person to whoge care a child 
is entrusted may adopt the child without 
the court's consent. 

If the child is merely delinquent, the 
court may permit the child to remain at 
home subject to regular visits of inspec- 
tien by the probation officer. 

Whenever a child under 16 is arrested 
with or without warrant; he shall be taken 
before the juvenile court instead of any 
other eourt, as at present provided. 

After children are placed by-the court 
with private families or associations, they 
will continue to be subject to visits by 
probation officers. 

One section of the bill provides that the 
court shall place the children, so far as 

ossible, in families of the same religious 
elief as that of the child's. parents. 

The court may punish parents for fatiure 
to properly care for their children or it 
may compel parents to care for them.

Mrs. Dockery Bought Paint- 
ings With ‘Pin Money.” 


THREE PICTURES SELECTED 


EXECUTIVE MANSION WALLS 
HAVE BEEN ALMOST BARE. 


Out of State’s Usual Allowance for 
Towels and Table Linen, Gov- 
ernor’s Wife Has Saved 
Enough for Permanent 
Adornment. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, M6., Noy. 15.—Three 
beautiful new paintings by celebrated art- 
ists have just been added to the decora- 
tions of the executive mansion and mate- 
rially aid in giving it a homelike appear- 
ance. 

No one fact is more thoroughly impressed 
on each new mistress of Missouri's 
inansion than the utter blankness of the 
walls of the somewhat spacious rooms 
when she first crosses the threshold to take 
up her abode here for four years. No 
adornment of the fresco artist can do away 
with the one thing which to every woman 
in particular goes to make home a home— 
the presence of pictures, which add so 
much to coziness and brightness. 

During Gov. Stone's incumbency a spe- 
cial appropriation made it possible to se- 
cure steel engravings of all the earlier 
governors, and this collection has been 
added to by the donation of a portrait of 
each succeeding governor in turn, until 
the list is complete. But the eyes of these 
statesmen are the only greeting usually 
aceorded the incoming governor and his 
family. 

Through a visit to the White House the 
presence of the picture of Dolly Madison 
ornamenting the blue room suggested to 
some of Mrs. Lon V. Stephens’ lady friends 
that it would be a great compliment to 
present a portrait of this lady to the state, 
to be hung in the mansion. This was done, 
and the portrait, the work of Mr. J. Wil- 
ton Cunningham of St. Louis, was form- 
ally presented in December, 1900, being 
placed in the drawing room, where it still 
hangs. : ’ 

Urged on first, no doubt, by her love of 
the beautiful, and probably by her desire 
to so arrange matters as to leave a more 
pleasant: first impression with the next 
lady of the mansion, Mrs. A. M. Dockery, 
the wife of the present governor, has re- 
cently purchased three very beautiful paint- 
ings for the house. As is always the cus- 
tom, the last legislature appropriated a 
certain sum for refurnishing and refitting 
the mansion. Out of this, of course, must 
come all household necessities, such as 
dishes, table linen, bed linen, towels, etc., 
but by economy Mrs. Dockery has made 
it possible also to purchase these paint- 
ings. A visit to the yarlous studios and 
art rooms in St. Louis enabled her to make 
a very fine selection. 

The first is a marine scene off the coast 
of Nova Scotia, by C. Ph. Weber, repre- 
senting numerous craft on a somewhat 
choppy sea, with a lighthouse in the dis- 
tance. There is sufficient simulated life to 
make the picture a mogt interesting one to 
lovers of water views. 

The second is a farm scene, restful in its 
quietude and simplicity as only these bits 
of canvas can be. On the right a farm- 
house nestles in a picturesque garden plot, 
while in front of it flows a placid brook, 
spanned by a rustic bridge, on the oppo- 
site bank of which is a grove of trees— 
altogether a fine specimen of the pastoral 
study. This is frcm the brush of Barbazin. 

The largest and must pretentious study 
is called “In the Land of the Midnight 
Sun,’’ by Smith-Hald, an artist who con- 
fines himself to such views. The waters of 
the Norwegian fjord ripple over a some- 
what recky bed, and are bounded on the 
sides by promontories, over whose heads, 
in rose-like streams of light, which seem- 
ingly greatly resemble our own summer 
sunsets, the softened splendor of the mid- 
night sun casts its promise of a brighter 
day on the surrounding hills and waters. 
Its colors are grandly blended and the re- 
sult of this artist's realism is a painting’ 
which not only speaks its own beauty, but 
it is a study of this far-away land which 
opens up new conceptions of its splendors, 


and can but create anew the desire to visit 
that country which holds such grandeur of 
landscape and promise of the unusual and 
seemingly unreal phenomenon. 

To this list of pictures, because of their 
association, might be added two contrib- 
uted by Gov. John 8S. Marmaduke, whose 
well-known love for children is in \evi- 
dence even here. They are two water 
eviors brought from abroad, representi 
in the one instance two tiny musicians, 
who, with drum and horn, are laughingly 
happy in the nolse you ean well  ege d 
them making. 
resents the same two children skipping 
along in the mere joy of living and being 
together. 

The only other painting which has any 
history is the portrait of Gov. Francis bby 
Yongalgo, which was ordered by the wom- 
en of Missouri and sent to the state build- 
ing at the Chicago World's Fair. Some 
months after the close of that exposition 
the portrait was returned to Jefferson City, 
and later its donors voted that it be pre- 
sented to the state, to be hung in the man- 
sion, as a kind of old friend to greet the 
numerous visitors who might have spent 
art of their time in Chicago enjoying the 
hospitality of Missourt through its repre- 
sentatives on duty there,

AMERICAN TEACHERS WEARIED 
BY UNSUCCESSFUL EFFORTS. 


Good Transportation Facilities and 
Native Tuition, It Is Said, Are the 
Only Things That Will Civil- 
ize Brown Brothers. 


In view of many conflicting reports con- 
cerning the mental and moral] status of the 
masses of the Filipino people, and of the 
differing opinions as *d the problem of up- 
lifiine them sv that they may enjoy the 
benefits of American institutions and citi- 
zenship, the New York World and Post- 
Dispatch have caused a careful Ynvestiga- 
tion of the situation. 

The result is the following unprejudiced 
and conservative report, In which there 
is a story that points a moral more con- 
vincing than emy argument or theory yet 
presented.

MANILA, Philippines, Nov. 15.—‘‘Not 10 
per cent of the people of the Philippine Is- 


lands speak a and the remaining 90 
per cént are densly ignorant, superstitious 
and subject to impostion of all sorts,”’ says 
William ‘raft, governor of the Philippines. 
Frigadier-General Joseph P. Sanger has 
been appvinted to the directorate of the 
Philippines census. He is now at work. It

GOOD ROADS DEMANDED. 
“Transportation is the thing,” said he. 
“Without good roads nothing tangible can 


be accomplished. The present system of 
education is a failure. My idea would be 
to take the money that ‘s now set aside 
for schools and devote it *o opening up 
the country. The beneficial results wouid 
be incalculable. It might be necessary to 
keep on this course for say 15 years,

The Coming to That City of 
the Texas State Federa- 
tion Moves Them 
to Activity. 


Special to che Post-Dispatch. 

BEAUMONT, Tex., Nov. 15.—The job of 
cleaning up Beaumont is to be undertaken 
by the club women of Beaumont. It is 
concededly as big a job as was ever un- 
dertaken by club women anywhere, for 
Beaumont dirt has a reputation for quan- 
tity and quality and general and effusive 
distribution that is not enjoyed by any 
other dirt known to the civilized world. 

The approaching convenion of the State 
Federation of Women's Clubs is the im- 
mediate reason for the determination of 
club women clean Beaumont. 
Their ears have been tingling for all the 
time that Beaumont has been famous be- 
cause of the horrified remarks that fair 
visitors are constrained to make about 
Beaumont’s mud when it is muddy, Beau- 
mont’s dust when it is dusty, and Beau- 
mont'’s dirt at all times. 

Mrs. M. L. Fuller, chairman of the vil- 
lage improvement committee of the eity 
federation, is at the head of the movement. 
One of her chief lieutenants is Mrs. J. B. 
Goodhue, third vice-president of the State 
Federation. Both ladies are leaders in 
philanthropic and club work, and both are 
deeply In earnest about this matter of 
cleaning up Beaumont. 

It is Mrs. Fuller's plan to organize the 
club women who will do the cleaning—or, 
rather, see that it is done—into as com- 
plete a ward and precinct organization as 
any politician ever created. In fact, the 
work will be systematized much after the 
fashion of that of politicians who find that 
they are “up against’’ a hard fight and 
want to do their best. There will be a 
céntral organization, the members of which 
will be chairmen of four general districts, 
which will yn turn comprise subdistricts, 
these subdistricts being again divided into 
jurisdictions that include only one block or 
one-half block, as the case may be. It is 
intended to have one club woman, or one 
small committee of club women, take the 
job of cleaning one block; these to be 
under the official direction of ‘precinct 
committeemen,”’ or ‘“‘committee women,” 
who, in turn, are under the official direc- 
tion of the city committee. By this means 
it is hoped to so divide and systematize 
the work that it will be done promptly and 
thoroughly without an undue amount of the 
burden being borne by a smal! number of 
the ladies. 

In an address to the city clubwomen, just 
issued, Mrs, Fuller says: 

“It is by request of the ladies of the 
City Federation that I make this appeal! to 
each and every property holder of our 
city. It is perhaps well known that the 
State Federation of Women's Clubs will 
meet in Beaumont on the 17th of November.

Learned Lawyers Fail to 
Confuse Miners’ Leader.

ANSWERS ALWAYS TO POINT 


DEFENDS HIS PREROGATIVE AS 
PRESIDENT OF UNION. 


Emphatically Denies That Compliance 
With Organization’s Demands 
Will Necessarily Put Heavy 
Burden on Poor of 
Country. 


SCRANTON, Pa., Nov. 15.—President 
Mitchell of the United Mine Workers’ 
Union occupied the witness stand through- 
out both sessions of the coal strike com- 
mission today. For four hours and a halt 
he took the cross-fire of two of the bril- 
Mant attorneys of the coal companies, and 
ended the day with few scars as a result 
of the battle. 

David Wilcox of New York, general coun- 
sel for the Delaware & Hudson Co., and 
Wayne MacVeagh, of Philadelphia, who 
is representing the Pennsylvania Coal Co. 
and the Hillside Coal and Iron Co., were 
the principal questioners, who put hun- 
dreds of questions to Mr. Mitchell. 

The best of harmony prevailed among the 
lawyers and witnesses. The members of the 
commission continue to take the same in- 
terest in everything that is done, and fre- 
quently interrupt with questions in order 
that they may have a better understanding 
of what is being sald. 

The afternoon session was the more inter- 
esting. Mr. MacVeagh’'s cross-examination 
was, as a rule, very keen and, while he 
assured Mr. Mitchel] that he was not rad- 
ically opposed to him, he did not miss an 
opportunity to place Mr. Mitchell's reasons 
for better conditions in the anthracite fleld 
in a bad light before the commission. 


When he began his cross-examination of 
Mr. Mitchell he informed him that he was 
not opposed to the proper organization of 
labor. Hie took up the demands of the 
miners seriatim. He questioned Mr. Mitch- 
ell on the demand for an increase in wages 
and pressed the national president hard 
when he asked him if he cared to carry the 
responsibility of increasing the living ex- 
penses of the great masses of the eastern 
states, who would ultimately have to car- 
ry the burdens of the miners if higher 
wares were granted. Mr. Mitchell's reply 
in substance was that the.miners could not 
assume the responsibility, as it was a situ- 
ation over which they had no control. 


Corporation Lawyer 

Pleads for Public. 

Mr. MacVeagh made the most of his op- 
portunity to picture the great burden that 
would fall upon the people if the demands 


of the miners were granted. From this 
question he passed to the demands for a 
shorter work day and the weighing of coal 
by the ton of 2240 pounds, and then took 
up the fourth demand for trade ee- 
ments, which practically means the coKg- 


uphol- | 


|nition of the union. He asked Mr. Mitchell 
| what sort of a contract he would draw up, 
'and the latter replied that he would favor 
an agreement as outlined in his sugges- 
‘tions to the commission yesterday. 
Afier going over the demands of the 
miners, Mr. MacVeagh took up the condl- 
| tions existing in and about the collieries of 
the companies represented and tried to 
show that the conditions spoken of by Mr. 
| Mitchell were not borne out by IiInvestiga- 
tion. 

Hie took Forest City, where the mines of 
the companies were situated, as an ex- 
ample, and produced photographs of houses 
in the town and also referred to the large 
deposits vf money in the local bank to 
show the prosperous condition of the com- 
munity 

Mr. Mitchell, although not admitting that 
the conditions as presented by Mr. Mac- 
Veagh were true, said he could not, for 
lack of familiarity with the community, 
deny his asgertions. 

The constitution of the United Mine 
Workers of America waa also taken up by 
the lawyer, and he and Mr. Mitchell sev- 
eral times sparred for points regarding the 
references contained in it to an eight-hour 
day. Mr. MacVeagh contended that no one 
had the right to deny a man the privilege 
of working more than eight hours a day if 
he so desired. He said not one member of 
the commission would be occupying his 
present high place if he had limited his own 


labors to eight hours a day. 

With reference to this argument, Mr. 
Mitchell thought !t was not fair to com- 
are the mine workers with the arbitrators. 
r. MacVeagh said he himself started out 
in life by working 14 hours a day on a 
farm and for more than 40 years he had 
worked more than ten hours a day. 


Mitchell Defends 


His Prerogative. 
To the direct question of whether he, as 


president of the union, had a right to 


urtall the hours of employment each day 
of the miners. Mr. Mitchell said he thought 
he had. and made an explanation by saying 
that if one miner worked more than eight 
hours a day, it would probably result in 
the other men being compelled to work 
the same number of hours. 

Durin Mr. Mitchell's examination by 
Mr. Wilcox, the fact was brought out that, 
if the increase in wages was granted, it 
would increase the expenses of the com- 
panies about twelve million dollars a year. 

In regard to child labor, Mr. Mitchell 
said he was in favor of a state law which 
would make the minimum age for a boy 
to work a’ the collieries 14. instead of 12. 

The attention of Mr. Mitchell was direct- 
ed to the demand that the operators should 
make an agreement with the United Mine 
Workers, and Mr. MacVeagh asked if he 
had prepared a draft of such agreement 
which he would have the commission com- 
pel them to execute. Mr. Mitchell replied 
that he had suggested in his opening ad- 
dress to the commission a form that 
would be practicable and acceptable to al! 
interests in the anthracite field. r. Mac- 
Veagh declared that there was nothing in 
Mr. Mitchell's suggestions that the com- 
panies must enter into partnership with 
the United Mine Workers, and inquired if 
that was one of the miners’ demands. Mr. 
Mitchell answered that it was. 

Mr. Mitcheo'l dented that his organization 
restricted the quantity of work a man 
should perform. but said it did belleve in 
eo the hours of the work.

The applicant {s a lawyer who claims td 
be a citizen of Minnesota.

During the 
course of his business he acquired a client, 
a Chinese named Aun Tan, to whom the 
Philippine government owed about $1000. He 
was s0 able to handle the business of the 
Chinese that the government issued a war- 
rant for the payment of the money, the 
paper being made out in the name of Aun 
Tan. The lawyer had it cashed. si ning 
his own name thereto under that of the 
Chinese in his capacity as the attorncy 
in the matter and also merely as an ordi- 
nary person. 

Some time thrreafter the Chinese ac- 
cused the lawyer of stealing the money. 
Kepner was arrested, tried and acquitted. 
But the prosecuting officers were not sat- 
isfled with the verdict, so they appealed the 
case to the Supreme Court of the islands, 
and there it is now pending. Such an ap- 
peal is a pertectiy legal proceeding under 
the Spanieh law in force in the islands, al- 
though it is absolutely illegal in this coun- 


try.

Pearl fishing 
has not fairly begun at Newport and from 
here to the Mississippi River. They are in 
the large rivers to stay. They may become 
scarce at times, but there are two or three 
months in the year when the shells will be 
found as plentiful as ever. These months 
are May and June, during high water, and 
at that time the shells are most plentiful 
in the White River. Of course, when the 
water ia very low, when one finds a bed of 
shells he can easily fork them out or pick 


them out by hand. I think there will be 
manv more shells shipped from Newport 
the coming season than last spring. espe- 
cially if they do not shoot at the colored 
man and scare him off the river. 

Pearl fishing will be very good in White 
River in the seasun when they appear the 
thickest. Fearis and rosebud baroques 
from -the White average much better than 
they do frum the Mississippi and the she Is 
are much harder. If the shells are harder 
so are the pearls and baroques, with a 
higher luster, while the shell makes a 
harder and brighter button. 

The mussel cannot become extinct in 
large streams, for when they become scarce 
the fisher abandons his search and waits 
until they again become lentiful. The 
pear! fishery in Arkansas is not near its 
end, in fact it has not yet fairly started 
here. It is a new industry and pearls will 
be found here as long as there is water 
from the White to the Mississippi river, 
nearlv 60 miles. 

I am sGre that all experienced men—unless 
he be one who wants a certain locality for 
himself and hence discourages others—will 
agree with me in what I have said.

When the car is left in the yards 
o- on a sidetrack. by a given signal th 
other members of the band are notified 
and in an instant the seal of the car is 
broken and they are at work unloading 
whatever happens to be In the car on the 
ground, and when they have secured a suf- 
ficient quantity for one night's hau) it Is 
divided up by the leader, and each member 
of the gang will take his share to his 
own h'ding place, from which the stuff 
was afterwards taken out in smal!) quan- 
titles and sold to local merchants who are 
said to have obligingly purchased the 
goods without asking any annoying ques- 
tions. The members of the band have been 
unusually successful and have been carry- 
ing on thetr work for months. Two or 
three of them have been tn the hands of 
the officers a number of times. but the 
secret of their success lying in their won- 
derful organization, by their refusing to 
say anything or to “‘peach"’ on the other 
members of the gang, the police have 
always been unable to secure evidence 
enough against them to convict them.

FHILADELPHIA, Nov. § 15.—President 
Paer of the Reading Railroad will follow 


the Pennsylvania road and raise the pay of 
all Reading employes whose present earn- 
ings amount to less than $200 a month.

J am in receipt of several letters from 
various parts of the country, but chiefly 
from this state, asking my opinion about 
the financial standing and stability of cer- 
taln so-called co-operative turf inves‘ment 
companies that promise their clients all the 
way from 3 to 5 per cent weekly on their 
deposits. 

Some of the ‘‘get-rich-quick"’ people who 
put money in these concerns when they 
were first started have unquestionably got 
a large percentage of their money back. 
and if the game only lasts long enough 
may get it all, with interest, but ail ex- 
perience has proved that no business con- 
cern can legitimately pay dividends of from 
150 to 200 per cent pef annum. 

There is bound to be a day of reckoning. 
About a year ago one of these institutions 
went to the wall in Cincinnati, having 
liabilities which were estimated at half a 
million dollars. 


MAY BE ABOLISHED. 
According to advices from Chicago the 
Western Jockey Club is about to investi- 
gate companies of this kind and with 
the co-operation of the federal government 


it is believed will be only a short time when 
the race-going public may expect to see 
them brushed away. 

One co-operative company recently organ. 
ized in Chicago-the Vic Britton Co.—has 
set a good example to other institutions 
of this kind. The company has been dis- 
eolved and the money paid in by the stock. 
holders has been retucned to them with a 
Small percentage in interest. 

Britton said it was impossible for him to 
make his venture a success, and that all 
co-operative schemes of the same kind were 
bound to be failures, and thai the only

R. L. ROSGE’S TROUBLE. 

Robert L. Rose, the prominent American 
bookmaker, whose order of expulsion frem 
France was efterwards -rescinded on the 
representations of Ambassador Porter, has 
returned te New York. Rose attributes all 
the troubles which he and Jockeys Reiff 
and Henry met with in France to a gang of 
disreputa*le American ‘touts’ who posed 
as American turfmen, 

Rose asserts that Relff and Henry were 
outrageously treated, and that their actions 
and oonduct were in every way straight and 
honorable. He also ascrites some of the 
trouble to the Freneh bookmakers who 
were jealous of the success of the Amer'i- 
cans. For many years ‘‘Rob'' Hose has 
been prominentiv and honorably identified 
with the American turf. 

Beveral years a7 he was in partnership 
with ‘Gene Leigh and owned the cele- 
brated racehorse Clifford. He was subse- 
quently associated with John W. 4) : 
who is now one of . C. Wh 
trainers, and tn 1898 the horse Tillo won the 
Suburban in their colors. Durin ose's 
long connection with the turf in this coun- 
try he has never even been suspected of un- 
sportsmaniike conduct. 


EASTERN RACING.

Billiards is about the easiest game there 
is to learn. A movice has the same ad- 
Vantage as the experienced professional! in 
that respect. You simply go to a billiard 


hall, rent a table—don’t buy one, though 
nearly all billiard players will tell you it 
cost them the price of several tables to play 
the game. But to get back to billiards. 
After you rent the table—you don’t have to 
pay rent in advance—take a cue and they 
will bring you three ivory balls, two white 
and one red. One of the whites is to be 
your cue ball. You must make your cue 
ball hit both the other ballse—that’s all 
there is to the game except, of course, the 
counting. 

The only way the old timer has got you 
‘‘skinned’’-is in masse shots, caroms, draws, 
kiss shots, banks, straight-rail shots, eng- 
lish, nursing the balls and a few other 
minor points. But it is useless to know al! 
this if you can make your ball hit the other 
two without it. You will win the game if 
you get more points than he does. 

It is wise to sit around in a billiard hall 
about six months before you begin to play. 
Watch others and then, after seeing how

If we can acagpt the account of an ancient 


Idnn County historian, however, “Uncle” 
David was prominent in the meeting which 
justified the hanging of Russell Hinds, a 
Missourian, who had returned a fugitive 
slave to his Missouri master after the slave 
had escaped into Kansas. This hanging is 
memorable because the prisoner was in- 
dicted and adjudged guilty “according to 
the law of God.”” In certifying the fact of 
the execution to Judge Hanway, Col. James 
Montgomery did so in the following lan- 
gauge: 

“Russ Hinds, hung the 12th of November, 
1860, for manstealing. He was a drunken 
border ruffian, worth a good deal to hang, 
but good for nothing else. He had caught 
a fugitive slave and carried him back to 
Missouri for the sake of a reward. He 
was condemned by a jury of 12 men, 
the law being found in the léth verse of 
Exodus, xxi.”’ 

The passage referred to is: “And he 
that stealeth a man, and selleth him, or if 
he be found in his hand, he shall surely be 
put to death.”’ ; 

The incident serves well to illuminate the 
stern and rigorous spirit of Purttanism 
which imbued those first settlers of Linn 
County. They got their laws out of the 
Bible and tossed aside contemptuously the 
laws of man. It will be remembered that in 
preparing to murder a lot of pro-slavery 
people on the Pottawatomie, old John 
Brown passed sentence upon them in the 
name of “The Great Jehovah,” and that 
religious fanaticism was the wellspring of 
his bloody career.

{AN EPIDEMIC OF PRODIGALITY.

It seems to cost a great deal to live now- 
adays. Most persons notice it, especially 
persons who are hard put to it to find the 
money to pay their bills. The statisticians 
report that commodities tn general use cost 
on an average about 10 per cent more than 
they did last year. The rise in the price 
of meat contributes a good deal to this ad- 
vance, though breadstuffs have been high 
too. Articles of luxury, like good clothes 
and country houses, have grown dearer in 
proportion than most articles of necessity, 
because the huge influx of money that the 
country has sustained has made a brisk 
market for luxuries. Rents are higher, 
houses cost more, servants get higher 
wages, board is higher at resort hotels. 
The living expenses of any given family 
are very much affected by the expense of 
other families of their acquaintance, and 
the scale of living of “other families’ 
seems just now to have become incon- 
veniently liberal. Prodigality is so con- 
spicuously prevalent that it has become 
more or less epidemic.

Each carries four 12-inch, eight 
eight-inch, 12 seven-inch and 20 three-inch 
guns. The next most powerfully armed ves- 
sel is probably the Edward VII. She also 
carries four 12-inch, but instead of the eight 


eight-inch she fs armed with cour 92-inch 
guns. This af course is a much more 
powerful weapon than the eight-inch gun, 
but the rapidity of fire from the eight eight- 
inch, that is to say, will be so much great- 
er that there will be far more likelihood 
of getting in an effective blow. It is the 
broadside battery of 12 seven-inch guns, 
however, that is believed to render the 
Connecticut s0 much more powerful thas 
the Edward VII, which carries only 10 sixe 
inch against the greater number of seven- 
inch. An increase of an inch in caliber, 
when you get to the size of @ six-inch, 

means a great increase ip power. Further- 
more, the Connecticut will carry 20 of the 
three-inch guns, as against 10 or 12 of the 
same caliber carried by the latest 
battleship.

BULK OF LAST WEEK’S BUSINESS 
WAS IN TRACTIONS. 


Laclede Gas Increase in Stock War- 
ranted by Heavy Earnings— 
Bank and Trust Company 
Shares Quiet 


Louls has experienced no 
revulsion of sentiment as a_ result of 
crumbling valucs in Wall street. There 
has rather been a crystallization of senti- 
ment formerly held, to the effect that the 
technical position of this market is solid. 
This has been thoroughly exemplified in 
the fairly active but firm sessions of the 


Stock Exchange here throughout the violent 
vacillations of Wall street. 

Transactions have been well distributed, 
but it is a fact worthy of some attention, 
that business has run to the lower-priced 
stocks. This is due not so much to the be- 
lief that there has been undue enhance- 
ments in values here, as to the apprehen- 
sion that bankers will refuse to “loosen 
the brakes,’’ to use a favorite phrase, and 
intend to keep quotations for money uP 
to theif maximum approximations until the 
first of the year at least, with the usual 
result of sacrifice of holdings on the part 
of weaker owners. * 

This latter proposition is éxplained by 
one of the leading bankers of this city, 
who says that the return flow of money 
from the interior—always a paramount [fac- 
tor—will be later this year than ever. 

“It will return later this year because it 
was put out later,’’ remarked this author- 
ity. “In looking over the record of a se- 
ries of years, | find that money rates have 
always ruled high in December, and I sce 
no reason why they should not continue to 
at least rule as high as they are now. 

‘“‘Money is certainly in good demand here 
now from 5% to 6 per eent, and there is 
no visible reason why there should be any 
loosening up before the New Year, at the 
least.”’ 

While there are some objections to this 
assertion. it may be truly said that a ma- 
jority of bankers in St. Louis hold views 
precisely similar to the one quoted. 

To return to the movement of local se- 
curities, however, it may be said that the 
dealings have footed up the highest aggre- 
gates in the syndicate traction shares. Not- 
withstanding that the state board of equal- 
ization was fully sustained in its assess- 
ment of the Transit company, judicial ac- 
tion for a reclassification of that assess- 
ment failing, the stocks and bonds of the 
combine slid back slowly and closed at 
about the lowest figures of the week for all 
issues, with the exception of United Rali- 
ways preferred.

A continuance of the so experienced 
in the past four days would precipitate 
acute liquidation, with serious conse- 

uences. 

° In such an emergency the banks and oth- 
er financial institutions must take care of 
themselves. The tre ry department can 
render no additional assistance. 

The working cash balance in the treas- 
ury’ has fallen below $50.000,.000. The re- 
ceipts from internal revenue collections, 
averaging 000 a day, are now deposited 
in the treasury instead of in the banks. 
This means that the banks will lose about 
$15.000,000 a month of incoming funds. 

These financial difficulties are attributed 
by the treasury officials to overspeculation. 
With that danger removed, they believe. 
the money market would again become 
normal.® 


CAUSE OF DECLINE IN COTTON. 


New York Broker Says a Reaction Is 


Soon to Come. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 165.—Theodore H. 
Price, a cotton broker and expert, today 
declared that the decline in cotton is due to 
superficial causes. 

Primerily a feeling of distrust was 
created in the minds of speculative holders\ 
of cotton by the issuance of the absurdly ; 
large crop estimates of ‘‘Buston, Neill and 
others,’ said he today. “In consequence a 
liquidation movement was_ precinitated 
which has subsequently been Intensified by 
extreme demoralization in stock ex- 
change circles: Speculators’ relinquished 
their holdings of cotton in order to protect 
stock exchange securities. As a result 
prices have steadily declined until they are 
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“So far as the supply is concerned, I can 
find no justification whatever for the ex- 
treme estimates now current. My own ex- 
haustive investigations lead me to believe 
that the crop will exceed 10,200,000 bales. 

“Given a production of anything less than 
11,000,000 bales, with a surplus supply 
brought forward from last year of only 
about 800,000 bales and a prospective con- 
oe fg of 11,250,000 bales, it seems. to my 
mind, almost certain that cotton will event- 
ually sell very much higher, and in my 
opinion those who take advantage of the 
present decline to make purchases will ul- 
timately realize handsome profits.”

Buys Their Models, Copies and Lets 
New York Have Them at Less 
Than Half Price.

PARIS, Nov. 15.—German competition 

with the Paris dressmakers has assumed 
such proportions as to threaten ruin to the 
Parisian modiste monopoly and itts enor 
mous profits. Representatives of German 
houses have lately acquired the habit of 
coming to Paris to buy the latest models 
and returning to Berlin to copy them more 
or less faithfuily in inferior material and 
sell the ‘latest Parisian creations” at less 
than half price. 

As they are at no expense for artists’ 
models, and as dress materials are far 
cheaper in Germany than here, the Berlin 
houses are able to offer a costume costing 
the Parisian dressmaker $120 for $50. Imi- 
tations are sold by the hundred to German 
dressmakers and other foreigners. 

When the Germans cannot get models in 
time to reproduce them they buy half a 
dozen original ‘‘Paris creations,”” run over 
to London, show them to English dress- 
making firms and promise facsimiles at a 
great reduction from Parts prices. A dress 
which cost in the French capital $160 was 
offered by a German dealer at $60 and a 
$120 mantle for $50. 

This causes a severe loss to the Paris 
houses, as the English firms refuse to pay 
$120 to a French house a month after a 
German dealer has delivered the same thing 
for $50. 

Twenty years ago the notion of going to 
Berlin for the latest fashions would have 
made American and English buyers smile. 
Today New York and London houses buy 
$20,000 worth of “Parisian creations,” ‘made 
in Germany,” for every $2000 worth of au- 
thentic Parisian models they buy. in the 
French capital. 

The worst feature of this trade ts that 
some German houses imitate the trade- 
marks of French houses, and sell, as having 
come from Paris, materials which never 
have been out of Germany.

Not a word will I utter 
against those who have accused me 
wrongfully, nor against those who were 
my prosecutors. I will endeavor to forget 
all this. I hope to be able to blot it 
all out of my mind—the awful experience 
of the four years just past. It is not 
almost enough to make one lose faith in 
mankind? Do you think, does the world 
think. if I had not been innocent, that 
I could hava stood this awful strain, and 
come out of it all a well men? My health 
is good--thank God for that—and all I 
need is a little rest, and then I want to 
go out into the world and continue my 
Inbors just as thouh these past four years 
were no part of my life.” 

“What were your feelings when you en- 
tered the deathhouse?’’

Excerpts from the editorial in the Chris- 


tian Science Sentinel of Nov. 6 will afford 
the reader a better view of Mrs. Eddy’s 
real attitude on the subject of infectious 
and contagious diseases than could be ob- 
tained from the brief quotations in the tele- 
graphic reports. 

After noting the guarantees of religious 
iberty in the constitution of the United 

ates and some of the state constitutions, 
the editdéMal proceeds: 

“No one at all familiar with the New Tes- 
tament will deny that Jesus Christ taught 
his followers to heal the sick, that he used 
no material means in ———e thoge who 
came to him, that he taught his followers 
to heal as he healed, and that his immediate 
followers healed without material means. 
It 1s therefore a fact that the religion of 
Christ includes healing without drugs or 
other material remedies, and this has been 
recognized, in some degree, by Christian 
teachers of all faiths. The establishment of 
this fact places Christian healing within 
the protection of the religious liberty guar- 
anteed by the constitution. 

‘The fact that so-called material science 
has declared for a system of drugs does 
not alter the fundamental law of the land, 
nor doés it give reason for invading he ver- 
sonal and religious liberty of the people. 

A different phase of the question is pre- 
sented, however, in the matter of reporting 
cases of so-called contagious diseases in 
neg with the yaw or regulation which, 
subject to the above constitutional limita- 
tions, has been enacted with a view to 
conserve the public welfare. And so long 
as the law demands that such cages be 
reported, Christian Scientists should be 
prompt and unfailing in their obedience 
and _ the public the benefit of any seri- 
ous doubt which may attend the classifica- 
tion of disease. ' . 

Respecting this our leader has sald: 


“On the subject of reporting contagion I 
have this to say: I have always believed 
that Christian Scientists should be law- 


abiding; and, actuated by this conviction, 
I authorised the following statement, which 
appeared in the Boston Herald about one 
year ago: ‘Rather than quarrel over vac- 
cination, I recommend that if the law de- 
mand an Individual to submit to this pro- 
cess, he obey the law; and then ap to 
the soups: to save him from any bad re- 
sults. Vhatever changes belong to this 
century, or any epoch, we may safely sub- 
mit to the providence of God, to common 
justice, individual rights and governmental 


usages. 

“This statement should be so interpre‘ed 
as to apply, on the basis of Christian Sci- 
ence, to the reporting of contagion to the 
proper authorities, when the Jaw so re- 
quires, When Jesus was questioned about 
obeying the human law, he decla ts Ren.

HY do people choose Niagars. Falis 
as the plage to commit suicide? Is 
there anything in statistics te sub- 

stantiate the theory that there is some 
strange fascination about the tremendous 
rush of waters which irresistibly impels 
even those who have had ho 
thought of suicide to plunge into the tor- 
rent to their death? Or fe it true, as some 
theorists believe, that the desire to be spec- 
tacular moves many of the. victima of the 
falls to choose a mode of suicide which is 
sure to gain them larger notice in the 
newspapers than more ordinary methods 
would achieve for them? 

The statistics of Niagara Falls suicides 

may furnish answers to these questions. 

At any rate, they are interesting in the 

analysis in many ways. 

In the ten years beginning with 1891 there 

were 58 suicides in Niagara Falls. Of these

Naval construction—the actual planning 
and supervising the building of all varieties 
of modern war vessels, with the constant 
changes made necossary in one detail or an- 
other to meet new demands or new inyen- 
tions in projectiles, armor-plate, or what 
not—is a very important branch of the na- 
val service and in comparatively few hands. 

The total number of naval constructors 
is at present fixed by law at 4, although 
Admiral Bowles, chief comstructor of the 
United States navy, is known to be in fa- 
vor of increasing the number to 60. In each 
graduating class at the Naval Academy, 
however, some three or four students are 
selected to be trained as naval architects 
—the men who until recently have been 
sent abroad and are now sent to Boston. 

The Naval Academy carries their educa- 
tion to the point at which they are capa- 
ble of commanding a warship and the in- 
stitute completes it to the point at which 
they are capable of building one.

Not an 
Igorrote thought of touching it. And it is 
the same way with the smoke and other 
accretions. They leave them whde they 
happen to find them. 

“Tt i@ said, however, that the younger 
Igorrotes are learning to use soap. Such as- 
pirations are a little hard on the teacher, 
however, hers its constantly ‘borrowed.’ 
Sometimes, in self-defense, she supplies all 
her pupils with the coveted material, which 
is no small matter in many parts of the 
Philippines, as soap is most difficult to se- 
cure. A novel method of economy in the.

HEN Clay McGonagle,a young Texas cowboy, roped and tied a steer in 34 
seconds in a roping contest at the San Antonio International Fair, a ~ew 
world’s champion appeared upon the scene. é 
This remarkable record—and it is remarkable when one realizes just what rop- 
ing and tying a steer mean—was made the last day of the fair in a contest in 
which nine cowboys participated. 
The featw » contest was that each man was to rone three steers, and the 
man making the best total time for the three steers won first prize, $1000. 
In a contest of this kind the chance of a contestant winning by a lucky chance, 
as is often the case where only one steer is to be roped, was eliminated. 
McGonagle roped his three steers in 2 minutes, 8% seconds. 
The time for the several steers was $5 seconds, 46 4-5 seconds and 47 4-5 sec- 
onds respectively. 
The next record was made by L. E. Blackaller, who roped three steers in 2:47. 
Blackaller is also a Texas cowboy. 
McGonagle’s feat established a new world’s record for this particular form of 
contest, and judges of the sport say it will be difficult for any man to surpass it.

Champion Steer Roper of the World. 
OW do I rope a steer and tie nim? I’m afraid it will be hard for me to tell 
that. I’ve been doing it since I was a kid and it has become second na- 
ture to me, I suppose. 

I’ve practiced on t# range year in and year out and I’ve taken part in roping 
> ag so often that I suppose I have just naturally become quick and expert 
at it. 

In roping a steer several things must be taken into consideration. 

In the first place you must know just how to do it and I couldn’t tell you that 
any more than a fine piano player could tell how he makes beautiful music. That 
knowledge comes with long practice. Jt involves knowing how to ride, how to 
throw a lariat so it will land where you want it, how to throw your steer right 
and finally how to tie him quickly and well, so he can’t get up and spoil your 
work, 

Much depends on the pony. It must be well trained and must obey your wishes 
almost by instinct, for you haven’t much time to use words or motions to guide it. 

A little depends on your rope, for it must be tried and true. But the real basi- 
mess depends on you. The steer has a great advantage in the contest. He has a 
big start, and fractions of seconds count in the contest. He has only one idea and 
that is to.get away from you and the crowd and you can’t tell which way he will 
run. 

You must wait till the flag falls before you can make your noose and you 
mustn’t start after him until the noose is made. This all takes precious time. 

The secret is in keeping your head so that you don’t fumble. Throw your 
lariat as soon as you get within throwing distance and are sure you can land. 
That saves time. 

When you throw your steer, throw him as hard as possible, because you want 
to discourage any notion he may have of getting up. : 

can because that discourages him still farther. Then 
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Men and women become excited, crazed, 
with the delirium of the sport, just as the 
populace of old Rome did over the battles 
of the gladiators in the arena. 

The winner of a cattle-roping contest 1s 
a bronzed hero to every feminine heart and 
an object of admiring envy to every man. 

No man or woman with red blood in his 
or her body can watch the contest without 
experiencing this excitement. It isa royal 
contest, in which exist to a remarkable de- 
gree all the elements of hardy sport. True, 
occasionally the steer is injured or killed, 
but this is a rarity and if death comes it 


is instantaneous. 

There is danger, too, for the man and 
pony, but it is nerve-thrilling danger, not 
akin to that kind that comes to the football 
player who is trampled and smothered un- 


der a ton of struggling fellows. 

A wide-open plan, smooth and even, is 
required. At one side is a pen containing 
the steers, all foyal, mettlesome fellows 
specially selected for their wildness and 


fleetness. 
At one side of this pen is a narrow gate, 


wide enough for the passage of one animal. 
Just outside and opposite the gate, and 
about 4 feet distant, two posts stand. 


These posts are the starting point of the 
race between man, pony and steer. From 
these posts stretches the plain, glaring 
yellow under the southern sun. 

On one side of the plain are spectators, 
keyed to a pitch of expectancy, waiting 
for the contest. In the plain are the con- 


testants. 

The name of one is called. It is that 
of Clay McGonagle. He is well known to 
the crowd, for he has participated in 
many a contest, and last year was 60 un- 
fortunate as to Jose his chance to win by 
the breaking of his rope. This year he 
has seen to the rope and is sure that it 
will stand by him when the test comes. 

He mounts his pony and rides to the gate. 
His rope, fastened to the pommel of the 
saddle, is coiled loosely in his left hand 
and there is no noose in it. The rules 
provide that the contestant shall make his 
néose after the steer passes the two posts 
‘and defore he starts in pursuit. McGonagle 
ignals that he is ready.

lunges forward. McGonagle sits still, for 
the rules of the game prohibit his making 
a@ move until the flag falls and the flag 
does not fall until the steer has passed the 
posts, 

A moment later, though it seems an age 
to the crowd, the steer has passed them 
and the flag falls. So rapidly that his 
hands can hardly be seen moving. Mc- 
Gonagle pulls. the rope through the 
little knot and has made his noose. Then 
and not till then is he allowed to start. 
His pony is off like a shot. 


Fifty yards from the post he fs close 
enough for the throw. 


The big loop circles round his head and 
shoots out, settling Sracefully over the 
steer’s head. Now is the crucial moment, 
and it is the moment when McGonagle must 
prove his skill to the greatest degree. 


He twitches the rope so that it falls on 
the side of the steer away from him and 
continues on his headlong way. 

_ When he breasts the steer his pony shoots 


out at right angles. 

The rope tightens with a snap. As Mt 
Gonagle intended that it should when he 
twitched it over the animal’s back, the rope 
draws taut around the steer’s hind legs 
and trips him. He falls heavily. 

The pony turns again and runs about 
20 feet in the original direction, dragging 
the steer. 

This is the secret of McGonagle’s success. 
After throwing his steer he bewilders it by 
the drag. 

Off his pony he springs and runs to the 
prostrate animal. Looping his three feet of 
tying rope around a hind leg he reaches 
back and loops it around a foreleg and 
draws the two together; then around the 
second hind leg and the second foreleg and 
makes a knot. 

His hands go up, the flag falls, the stop 
watches click and the crowd waits, breath- 
less, for the announcement of the time. 
It has seemed ages since the steer ran 
out of the pen.

Actors have a great habit of buying 
money orders with a portion of their salary. 
They make them payable at New York, 
and when they return there at the end of 
the season, they have a comfortable little 
sum awaiting them. Men who want to beat 
their way across the country in a box car 
buy a money order payable at the office of 
their destination. They conceal the money 
order in their shoe and start on their 
journey thus equipped. 

The St. Louis postoffice has qa remarkable 
example of this sart of saving. Herman 
Bartman, a traveling artist, who calls him- 
selt The World’s Greatest Characteristic 
Sketch Artist and America’s Long Dis- 
tance Pedestrian, has purchased at various 
times money orders to the total value of 
$700 or $800 per year. He travels through 
the country drawing portraits of fermers 
for the modest sum of 15 cents each. He 
lives very frugalty, and is able to save a 
great sum of money in this way. His itin- 
erary includes the whole United States. 
He sends to the postmaster at St. Louis 
regularly an itemized account of his order 
transactions, and these quarterly leiters 
are always amusing and instructive.

The Russian government is Ceterimined 
to stamp ous the Hebrews, root and branch, 
and it willelee the smallest excuse for 
refusing to cash these money orders sent 
in favor of Jews. 

For example, a letter of explanation ac- 
companying the money order in favor of a 
Jew will be accepted by the Russian gov- 
ernment in any language under the sun 
save the Hebrew language. A man may 
send with his money order a letter of de- 
scription in English, French or Norwegian. 
but if he sends a letter in Hebrew it will 
be returned. 

A poor Russian Jew came into the post 
office recently and purchased a monev or- 
der in favor of his relation in Russia. He 
was asked to give some description of the 
occupation of the payee for the purpose of 
identification, and he said: “I will tel! you 
in confidence that he is a rabbi, but you 
must not mention that on the order because 
if the Russian government knew it he 
would be driven out of the country, anda 
he has no means to provde for himself on 
the journey.’’ 

The greatest number of international 
money orders are sent to England, Ireland 
and Germany, and these orders become 
very numerous ebout Christmas time.. Fram 
the Ist of December to the 15th there if-a 
constant stream of remittances sent to 
these three countries as Christmas presents 
to the loved folks at home. 

The Italians are also large users of the 
Internatiovial money order system, with this 
striking /difference, that the amounts are 
always (several hundred dollars some 
ties) are drawn in favor of the re- 
mitter i Italy.

1902, issued 61,033 domestic money orders 
and 8742 international orders, representing 
a total of $854,000.19 sent out of St. Louis by 
the money order system. It paid 1,014,576 
domestic orders and 4112 international or- 
ders, representing a sum of $6,771,667.81 re- 
celved in St. Louis through the money or- 
der system. The balance fn favor of St. 
Louis is about $5,500,000. As a mere bank- 
ing transaction this will compare favor- 
ably with our largest fiscal Institutions.

New York is final clearing house for the 
money order business of the country. A 
credit of $60,000 is kept there constantly 
that the St. Louis office may make draft 
against it in meeting clearing house bal- 
ance. All the smaller postoffices In the 
Southwest make remittance of currency of 
New York draft to tho St. Louls office when 
they have over $80 on hand. The drafts 
thus sent are turned in at the clearing 
house or deposited In the National Bank of 
Commerce, a local United States depository. 
Whenever our balance at New York gets 
as low as $10,000 we notify Washington, and 
a further credit is made for us, So many 
more money orders belng drawn against 8t. 
Louis than are issued from here, we al- 

ways have to pay out much more than we 
take in. So it is necessary that money from 
other sections of the country, where con- 
ditions are contrary to those here make 
up eur defictt. 

The postal money order business. is be 
lieved to be just about self-supporting. The 
fees bring in $1,750,000 a year.

N the death of R. B. L. (‘Barbarian’) 

Brown from quick consumption in New 

Mexico a few days ago there passed 
away a character well known to all big 
mining promoters of two continents, a man 
who, in the brief space of ten years, had 
risen from the position of a newspaper re- 
porter to that of one of the world’s lead- 
ing mining experts, who had secured judg- 
ment against the Transvaal government 
for $5,000,000.

story of One of.the Most Unique and the Hardest 
Fought Battle in Supreme Court Records. 


USAN B. ANTHONY'S sensational le- 
gal experience in 1872, when she reg- 
istered and voted as a oitizen of the 

United States for which she was tried, con- 

victed and ‘ined $100—a fine that hag never 

been paid—was farcibly recalled to her the 
other day by a curious mistake. 

The Democrats of Rochester were can- 
vassing the city. One of the canvasgsers 
undertcok to cover his territory from a 
gtrect directory and an old poll list, Miss 
Anthony lives in his ward. One of his re- 
turns read: 

“S. KB. Anthony, No. 17 Madison street, 
Democrat.” 

A postal card was soon received asking 
S, B. Anthony to register at once. The 
Democratic Central Committee next day 
received the following ncte: 

“In response to your request that I reg- 
igter, I will inform you that I voted ix 
1872 and was fined and sentenced to jail for 
go doing. I do not wish to repeat the ex- 
periment. SUSAN B. ANTHONY.” 

To a writer for the Post-Dispatch’s Sun- 
day Magazine, Miss Anthony explained her 
action thus: 

“I do not vote because the courts have 
decided against me. If it were not for 
that I would gladly go through the trying 
experience again. I betleve if the case 
were brought into the courts now, as it was 
then, that it would be decided in our 
favor. 

“The only hope for vs is a sixteenth 
amendment. I believe today as strongly 
as ever that the fourteenth amendment 
gives women the right to vote, but as long 
as we have to appeal to man on the bench 
we will never get the right therein given 
us.”’ 

The case of the United States of Amet- 
ica vs. Susan B. Anthony was one of the 
most unique and hardest fought battles in 
supreme court records. 

The train of events that followed Miss 
Anthony's voting were 80 unusual, dramatic 
and significant, that the champion of 
woman’s rights became the center of na- 
tional attention. 

The four Anthony sisters’ faced the regis- 
try board together, and Miss Anthony was 
the first to register, the others following, 
despite the protests of the board. Fifteen 
other women were Induced to register that 
day and 30 more the neat, but their action 
was so vigorously denounced by the Demo- 
cratic organ, which kept up fts attacks 
until election day, that all the inepectors 
refused to accept votes except those in 
the Eighth Ward, where the votes of 15 
women, including Miss Anthony, were re- 
celved. 

As soon as she had registered Miss An- 
thony sought a number of lawyers in Ro- 
chester for advice concerning her right to 
vote. None of them would consider her 
case until she got the ear of Henry R. 


Two weeks after Miss Anthony had voted 
Deputy United States Marshal 8, J. Keeney 
with much blushing and hesitancy called 
on Miss Anthony. 

“It is my unpleasant duty to arrest you,” 
he stammered. 

He in his confusion had forgotten that. 
o ay & warrant, and Miss Anthony re 
plied: 

“Is this your usual method of serving @ 
warrant?” 

This arrest was a thorough surprise party 
for Miss Anthony, and it was the begine 
ning of the voting troulle which cost her 
a large amount of money and about two 
years of her time. p 

Miss Anthony and the M4 other women 
who had voted with her went before United 
States Commissioner Storrs, who had issued 
the warrant; United States District Attor- 
ney Crowley and Assistant District Attore 
ney Pond, and were ordered to appear for 
examination. 


In a dingy little room, where in days bee 
fore the war fugitive slaves were examined, 
the woman who dared to vote was ar 
raigned for examination. The decision of 
the commissioner was promptly made in 
the same room immediately after the heare 
ing. 

John Van Voorhis associated himself for 
the defense of Miss Anthony, and both lawe 
yers made strong pleas. Miss . Anthony 
herself made a strong argument for the 
three inspectors, Beverly W. Jones, Edwin 
F. Marsh and Wiiliam B. Hall, who had 
also been arrested. Commissioner Storrs 
held them all, the 15 women and three ine 
spectors, guilty and fixed their bail at $508 
each. | 

All furnished the ball except Miss An- 
thony, who refused to do so. She applied 
for a writ of habeas corpus, and argument 
for it was made before United’ States Dis- 
trict Judge N. K. Hall at Albany. Judge 
Selden asked that she be discharged on 
the ground that she had performed a duty 


instead of committing a crimg and ome 


her act lacked the Indispensa 
of crime, a corrupt intention. | 
Judge Hall refused the writ and in- 
creased her bail to $1000. Miss Anthony had 
no intention of recognizing the right of 
courts to interfere with her exercise of the 
franchise, and, insisting that she would 
rather go to jail, refused to furnish ball. 
Judge Selden furnished ball. When she 
left the court room she met Attorney Vasa . 
Voorhis and told him what had taken place. 
Miss Anthony rushed back to the court 
and tried to have her ball bond canceled, 
but the court told her that was im possi- 
ble. Greatly disappointed, she turned to

The department of chemistry is equipped 
much ,better than is usually the case in 
the high schools of the country, A 
lecture or demonstration room with a 
~ Seating capacity of about 650 is fttod 


with a demonstration table, where exami- 


nations are conducted before the class, il- 
lustrative of the subject belng studied, 
The table has a sawn slate-top, which is 
impervious to coroding liquids. Water and 
gas connections are ready at hand. Along 
one side of the room are cases in which 
is displayed a large collection of mineral 
specimens, many the gift of a High School 
graduate, now mining expert in the West. 
Special prominence is given to minerais 
abundant in Missouri and the West. Other 
large cases contain the common chemical 


-Teagents and salts for purposes of experi- 


mentation or study. 

The acquaintance of the student with or- 
dinary chemicals used in industrial arts, 
chemical technology and pharmacy, 1s aide 
by an unusually complete set of pure 
chemicals in display bottles contained in 
wall cases with glass fronts, 

The chemistry laboratory occupies a large 
room on the fourth floor, fating on the cen- 
tral court. Sixty-four experiment desks 
are here provided for the use of pupils 
who elect this work. Few laboratories in 
the country in either secondary echoola or 
the higher institutions of learning can 
equal this laboratory in facilities for teach- 
ing general or advanced chemistry. 

Large and deep sinks made of sawn slate 
are provided for each two desks. Every 
desk has running water and gas, whilé 
at the side of the room are the blast and 
suction conduits. The desk tops are of 
sawn plate and so desked as to prevent 
liquids spilled on the desk top from run- 
ing down the woodwork below. 

The desks are commodious, containing 
five drawers for keeping the apparatus 
with which each student is provided. Ad- 
justable shelving adds to the convenience 
of the desk. All is enclosed behind a roller 
shutter, and each pupil is thus enabled to 
keep the apparatus set and reagent botUes 
given him separnte and intact throughout 
the year of study. 

At each end of the room are sets of large 
cases called hoods, tiled throughout with 
giass doors and communicating with out- 
side flues that carry out of the room and 
away from the experimentator any un- 
pleasant or poisonous gases which may be 
generated. The laboratory is also equipped 
for electrolysis of salts and the electrical 
deposition of motals from solution. 

A rotary ore crusher, muffle and crucible 
furnaces furnish an excellent equipment for 
the assay of gold, silver and other ores, 

Advanced quantitative analysis is pro- 
vided for by delicate balances and other 
necessary apparntus, and corresponding 
provision is made for determinative miner- 
alogy and blowpipe analysis. 

The cotirse of study in chemistry em- 


125 experiments is covered in the first half 
of the course, while in the last term of 
the senior year the pupils are given & 
thorough training in qualigative analysis 
of inorganic ealts and metal alloys, includ- 
ing also the preparation and the commer- 
cial and industrial values and applications 
of metals and their compounds, 

Throughout the course special attention 
is devoted to mineralogical and industrial 
chemistry. 

The work of this department is in the 
hands of Mr. George Platt Knox and Mr. 
Chester B. Curtis, both of Cornell Uni- 
versity, where they were engaged as in- 
structors in charge of chemical laboratories 
before they came to St. Louis. 

The science offered the second-year pu- 
pile is physics. This subject embodies the 
study of the fundamental principles of a 
number of applied sciences, such as me- 
chanical, steam and electrical engineering, 
optics, photography, music and certain 
phases of art. 

At present there are 700 pupils enrolled 
in the various departn@®nts of the work. 

The work of the first half year is devoted 
to recitationg and demonstrationa, con- 
ducted by the teacher. The second half 
year oontinues the work of the first, and 
also introduces the pupil to individual lab- 
oratory work, where he applies the prin- 
ciples already learned. 

The laboratory work thus begun is car- 
ried for an additional year, the completion 
of which qualifies the student for adnils- 
sion to our best universities. 

The equipment for these courses consist 
of two entirely different and separate eets 
of apparatus, one devoted to class demon- 
strations, the other to laboratory work. 
Four rooms are equipped with demonstra- 
tion desks supplied with gas, water, and 
both the alternating and direst electric cur- 
rents. Hach room contains about 100 seats 
arranged in tiers one above the other, in or- 
der to give each pupil an unobstructed view 
of the experiments performed at the desk, 
Electric stdreopticods are provided for 
lontern siide illustration and other projec- 
tion work. 

The laboratory work is carried on in a 
room especially arranged and well acapted 
to its purpose. Here the equipment con- 
sists in part of 14 tables, each with its own 
set of apparatus. Two pupils work to- 
gether at each table, performing experi- 
ments in measurement, hoat, light, sound, 
electricity and magnetism, and record their 
results in special laboratory note books. 

This year a preparation room and a room 
for experiments in light have been added, 
which will be of great assistance. 

The work of the physics laboratcry de- 
partment is entirely under the direction of 
Mr. Carl I. Ingergon a graduate of the In- 
diana State Normal School In recent years 
Mr. Ingerson has studied under Prof. Mich. 
aelson at the Ryerson laboratory of Chi- 
cago University. 

In addition to the apparatus required for 
the laboratory and for text-book demon- 
strations, the recitation department is pro- 
vided with special apparatus for showing 
the principles of wireless telegraphy, the 
application of X-rays, color photography 
and the new Nernst lamp. 

The recitation courses are conducted by 
the following men, all of whom have had 
special training for the work: Mr. W. M. 
Butler, graduate of Princeton University; 
Mr. F. W. Patthoff, Washington Univer- 
sity: Mr. Paul M. Miller, DePauw Univer- 
sity; Mr. Stephen A. Dougiass, Michigan 


University; Mr. Chester B. Curtis, Cornell 
University. 

In addition to this classroom work some 
of the instructors are heard frequently in 
lectures on scientific subjects of general 
interest, which are pertinent to the broad 
principles of physical science. 

The first of the sciences studied in the 
High School is botany. Especial attention 
is given to gross morphology, plant physi- 
ology and ecology or the relation of plants 
to the environment. The botany laboratory 
is pronounced by all who examine it a 
model, as to arrangement and praotical 
utility. 

On two sides are living plants in pro- 
fusion and beauty. A Wardian case fur- 
nishes suitable conditions for the growth 
of delicate plants requiring special condi- 
tlons of temperature and moisture. In a 
case occupying ‘one entire side of the room 
are shown specimens of medicinal herbs, 
leaves, fruits and flowers numbering 3800. 
Over this case hangs a picture of Dr. En- 
gelman, the great St. Loutfs botanist. 
During the autumn and spring seasons 
daily collections of flowers and vegetation 
from the surrounding country are supplied 
for examination and dissection by the pu- 
pils, who are provided with compound mi- 
croscopes, dissecting lenses and other ap- 
paratus necessary for a thorough study 
of the specimens shown. 

Microscopic slides and stereopticon views 
serve to complete the illustration of the 
subject. 

The environment of the pupils in the 
botany laboratory is such as to inspire a 
love of nature. 

The pupils are imbued with the scientific 
spirit and a desire to learn her secrets, 
and a foundation is laid for future fcientific 
work. Note books are kept in which a 
careful record is made of observations and 
experiments, and accurate drawings of spe- 
cimens examined fix the mental pictures 
formed.

The relation of plant life to animal life 
is carefully tracad, and thus the place of 
med Sy naa kingdom in the order of na- 
tureis impressed upon the pupils. Empha- 
sis is laid upon the economic value of 
plants. 

The instructors in this department are 
Miss L. R. Ernst, Miss A. Isabel Mulford, 
Mr. N. I.. T. Nelson and Mr. John M. Pra- 
ther, who hring to the work extended pre- 
paration and a thorough mastery of the 
subject. 


The last of the science laboratories to be 
equipped is that devoted to the study of 
Physiology. The room is furnished with 
36 adjustable desks set at a distance of 
four feet from back to back, s0 as to admit 
of the use of a stool by the pupils while ex- 
perimenting and of the regular seat with 
back while listening to the instructor or 
watching a demonstration. 

Each desk }s supplied with a dissecting 
pan, forceps, teasing needles, scissors, scal- 
pel, diss>cting lenses, and other necessary 
appliances. For general use there are 
sinks, towels, compound microscopes, per- 
manent mounted slides of the tissues of the 


body, a refrigerator, reference books, an- 
atomical models, skeletons and a sufficient 
supply of fresh (illustrative) material for 
each pupil to examine and dissect the vari- 
ous vital organs of such animals as sheep, 
hogs and rabbits, which may be found in 
the markets. 

The work covers the whole field of human 
physiology, but it is possible to use the 
human anatomy only for bone study and 
for such observations as each pupi] may 
make by examining his own muscles, veins, 
teeth, etc. Other tissues must be studied 
as they are found in various food animals. 

In the study of any system the organs 


composing it are studied indivicuctlly 
in relation to others.

In the dark cell is hung a white screen,

Two hinged rods are poised 
vertically on a horizonta) bar. By a sweep 
of his hand the boy knocks them down, one 
after another. They are placed about a 
foot apart and the hand is held a still 
greater distance from that nearest it. 

Prof, Gates with a telegraph key gives 
a signal which starts a pendulum beating, 
at this signal the boy strikes and as each 
upright falls an electric contact ia broken 
and the break is reeorded automatically. 
Thus is measured the hand's speed in trav- 
eling from one upright to the other or the 
quickness of muscular movement. 

The child is told to make the motion as 
fast as possible, and only a few days’ 
practice is found to increase the speed. An- 
other measurement given) by the instru- 
ment is the brain's speed in responding to 
the signal after hearing it. This measure- 
ment is made between the electric key and 
the first upright. Thus ts developed atten- 
tion and mental readiness as well as mus- 
cular speed.

Calisthenics of the Senses. 

There calisthenics of the senses the 
psychologist deems essential as the foun- 
dation of all education. Bach recognisable 
color quality, for instance, when heard, 
produces a corresponding memory strue- 
ture ‘n the brain which appears until that 
color quality, tone quality, odor, ete, is 
perceived. 

Briefly, the theory is that each child 
should be given every sensation memory 
structure which he can get from each of his 
nine classes of sensory nerves. Then he 
will have a perfect foundation for brain 
work, for the sense memory structures are 
the firet-laid foundation stones of all 
thought. 

As his children grow older they are 
trained in what their father terms the 
image-stage, idea-stage, concept-stage, 
reason-stage and thought-stage. As much 
attention is given to the body as to the 
mind and from the cradle up every muscle 
is exerciesd, Such gymnastics educate what 
the psychologist terms the “muscular 
sense."’ 

The babies have shown that they can 
appreciate touches and temperatures before 
they can discriminate amelis and colors, 
the professor said, He avoids all unpleas- 
ant sensations. He does the work only 
while cach child is happy. 

Scientific Toys. 

One of the earliest lessons given each 
child is begun by placing upon the floor 
20 green and 20 red boxes of the same size 
and shape, Into each of the red boxes is 
put a small bit of cake. The child will, 
after several -epetitiona, learn to open only 
the red boxes and to thus discriminate be- 
tween red and green. Long before a child 
oan talk it can be made to stick pennies 
through a crack or put blocks through a 
hole in the top of a box. 

Prof, Gates has constructed a box for 
what he calls image training. The box has 
eight sliding lids covered with holes cut in 
(8 different shapes—sequare, circular, tri- 
angular, etc, Into each hole fits a block 
of the game shape, 


Fach child is given these acientific tcys 
before he learns to talk. After playing 
with them some days he will look at the 
blocks, then at the holes, and will delib- 
erately put the proper block into the proper 
hole. In other words, it has learned to 
discriminate between two gcometric ‘‘im- 
ages,’’ as the psychologist puts it. 

Another scientific toy played with by 
these children consists of a target about 
whose concentric rings are arranged pegs; 
one peg being placed in the bull's eve. 

The object of the game is to make the 
best average in throwing wooden rings at 
the pegs and hanging them thereupon, The 
professor has tested the children’s skill 
under different conditions of hunger, fa- 
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tigue, cold, ete. 

The statistics collected show that the 
best results are made under complete rest 
in the morning, after a good night's sleep, 
Mach hour’s muscular lahor beforehand di- 


minishes skill. Coffee, tea, excessive cold 
and excessive heat also reduce accuracy. 
Wher. a reward or prize is offered mest of

Speech With Phonograph. 

The youngest child is being taught to talk 
by aid of the phonograph.

WHAT SHALL WE TELL THE CHILDREN? 


Is 


the Advice Given to Troubled Mothers, 


vd} ELL them everything! 
“Tell them all they want 
know." 

Such is the advice which Mrs. Almon 
Hensley gives to troubled mothers who 
find themselves confronted with childhood's 
universal curiosity. 

Mrs. Hensley, who is herself a beautiful 
young mother, with the pure, sweet face of 
& Madonna, is the president of the Society 
for the Study of Life and has been for three 
years the secretary of the New York State 
Aasembly of Mothers. In her views on this 
question she voices the opinion of advanced 
scientific motherhood as represented in the 
State convention of mothers held in New 
York the past week. 

“Children have a right to the truth,’’ she 
declared in an interview the other day with 
a writer for the Post-Dispatch Sunday 
Magazine. ‘It is dangerous, it is criminal 
to refuse it to them. Our insane asylums 
and reformatories are monumental proof of 
the fact. Physicians and sociologists will 
bear me out in the statement that many 
of the inmates of those institutions would 
not be there had they been trained in chiid- 
hood to a right conception of their own phy- 
siological functions. 

“That is what we owe our children, and 
we are eternally responsible for it if we 
deny them information about the great

saw it, but our light is greater than theirs. 
We all of us remember the things they 
didn't tell us in our childhood and girl- 
hood. 

‘“The fables that they did tell us, you re- 
member, did not serve altogether to allay 
curiosity in the nineteenth century boy and 
girl.

“If you wish to Giscover how prevaient 
is a knowledge of some things that parents 
fondly think they have kept from their 
children, just investigate conditions at any 
public school.
